Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any gdmale over 15 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The: applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80) 
acres, Solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 


quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 
Duties.—Must reside upon the 


homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—iMust reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

Among the numerous errors of 
judgment which marked the Laurier 
tour through Ontario, the  Peter- 
borough incident shines as a_pecul- 
iarly bright example.

Yet Sir Wil- 
frid boldly proclaimed on the plat- 
form at Peterborough that Lord Mil- 
ner approved of a Canadian navy as 
the best way by which Canada could 
help the mother. country. Lord Mil- 
ner was made aware of the use 
which his name had been put at 
Peterborough. His reply was that 
in his speech in Toronto four years 
ago—to which, he thought, Sir Wil- 
frid had alluded—he had advocated a 
Canadian navy, ‘‘but especially em- 
phasized that it should be for Im- 
perial, not merely for Canadian pur- 
poses.’. Everybody knows that the 
Laurier navy has no place in any 
such purpose as this outlined by 
Lord Milner. As to what he had 
since said on landing at Halifax, 
Lord Milner added, ‘'The British 
people will weleome anything Cana- 
da may decided to do and approve | 
the spirit in which she has taken 
the matter up.

forward. But it might also help to 
solve two problems, the problem o 
agricultural depression which was se 
trying all over Great Britain, and tie 
problem of employment for women 
There was avy amount of scope for 
women whe were trained us dairy fa.-. 
Iners, and could get the capita! te 
Start them, and they would make a 
much better living at in than in many 
of the professious women now enter 
ed. The teaching profession, for in 
stance, was frightfully overcrowded 
and likely to become more overcro\wd 
ed still. There was a much greater 
demand for properly produced milk 
than there usued to be, and certain y 
in the case of women, unless they 
were going to produce the best sort 
of milk on the most up-to-date lines, 
they might as well not start dairy 
farming at all. Capital was essential, 
but if the working woman was inclined 
to work, and was backed up by some 
body with capital, she had no doubt 
that commervially dairy farming tor 


women could be made to succeed.

men of this district as contributions 
of the greatest value in connection 
with the problems of stock raising 
and dairying. . Perhaps the speeches 
of J. S. Dennis and of Professor 
Rutherford especially will be so re- 
membered. Rarely have words of 
greater weight, more charged with 
soundness and sincerity, been uttered 
than by Western Canada’s greatest 
publicity genius. Mr. Dennis 

He spoke of the long wait which 
made the heart sick for the peopling 
of this western country twenty years 


ago, when one or two trains would 
have carried all the settlers who 
came to this country in the course 


of a year. ‘Just the same resources 
were then available, but it was not 
possible then to persuade the people 
that it was safe to come and develop 
them. As time went on, the success 
of those who came here, the united 
efforts of the Government and of the 
C.P.LR. and of other agencies had re- 
sulted in our getting an increasing 
number of settlers. Mr. Dennis paid 
a glowing tribute to the abaitish and 
Canadian settlement of the west, Red 
Deer having the honor of having the 
largest proportion of British settlers 
with Eastern Canadians second. The 
speaker expressed the wish that other 
portions of the province had been 
favored with similar excellent qual- 
ity and proportions of settlement. 

The speaker stated that live stock 
was on the decrease in the four west- 
ern provinces, and that unless the 
tendency was stopped, it would 
shortly become an extremely serious 
matter for the people of western 
Canada. In this province five years 
ago there were, so far as could be 
ascertained, 900,000 head of cattle, 
und today only 600,000 head. The 
sume was true of Saskatchewan and 
almost equally true of Manitoba. 
Mr. Dennis deplored the type of farm- 
ing at present going on in = many 
party. of, Western Canada, and re- 
ferred to it as grain mining pure 
and simple, a method of soil —rob- 
bery which would eventually land us 
where some of the worn out States 
of the Union to the South had been 
landed by precisely the same meth- 
ods. Upon the same point Professor 
Rutherford was equally plain spok- 
en, instancing as proof infallible of 
what would happen to Western Cana- 
da, the fact that the grain belt of 
the North American continent, which 
at first was in Genesee Valley, N.Y., 
has slowly but surely shifted from 
Stute to State westward, leaving in 
its wake desolation and exhaustion 
of the soil, until today the centre 
of the same product was the north- 
western plains of Canada, soon like- 
ly also to be robbed and_ forsaken 
unless other methods were brought 
into operation. 

Mr. Dennis referred to the recently 
adopted policy of the C.P.R. in es- 
tablishing twenty-five experimental 
farms in addition to the five already 
in operation, which new departure 
has distinctly in view the encourage- 
ment of mixed farming and cattle 
raising in all parts of the province 
of Alberta. The responsibility: of de- 
velopment of the country along right 
lines was upon the present settlers of 
the country, and was a serious and 
heavy responsibility indeed. The 
speaker also sounded a note of warn- 
ing and admonition against any 
methods other than those which 
were honest in the development of 
our towns and cities on the borrow- 
ed capital of British investors. Some 
years ago. statistics showed -that 
there were 318millions of pounds ot 
Rritish capital invested in Canada, 
and at the same time 673 millions 
of pounds invested in the United 
States of America. Since then, how- 
ever, the relative position of these 
huge amounts had been entirely re- 
versed, There is not a village town 
or city in the west that has been 
developed without the aid of British 
capital, and thie money should be 
expended honestly. 

DR. RUTHERFORD, 

The specch of Dr. Rutherford was 
replete with telling points and 
wotthy of extended report. He re- 
marked upon the fact that the ban 
quet had consisted solely of duck. 
partridge and prairie chicken, and 
was delighted at the aecident or the 
wisdom that had prevented beef  be- 
ing served in honor of a cow, foi 
had it been otherwise it would have 
been a travesty of cannibalism. The 
Dr. stated that one of the worst 
curses that could befall this western 
country was a great big crop of 
wheat safely gathered. Mixed farm- 
ing had once obtained to a very 
great extent in Manitoba as the re- 
sult of the efforts of the Giovernment 
and of the agricultural colleges, and 
there was prosperity. But there 
came a year when there was a mar- 
vellous crop of wheat and every far- 
mer went crazy with visions o! 
forty bushels to the acre and a dol 
lar a bushel. Farmers sold their 
eattle, or gave them away, and went 
in for wheat, to the irreparable dam- 
age of the farming industry and to 
business generally. The protest of 
the speaker was eloquent and_ strik- 
ing indeed when he raised his voice 
against the prevailing custom — of 
slaughtering females, which were the 
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.| basis of production and the hope of 


the future in the stock industry. 
|He especially dwelt upon the crime 
lof slaughtering heifer calves, ewe 
lambs and young hogs. This slangh- 
ter of the innocents ought to be 
stopped at once. 

Limits of space forbid further de- 
taals. The day was one to write 
upon the calendar of Red Deer in 
letters of gold, and to he spoken of 
to one’s children and their posterity. 

Mr. Sharman, in a characteristic- 
ally modest speech, gave generous 
'eredit to Jack Jones, the hired man, 
‘who has not missed a milking in 
three, years of the champion Rosa- 
lind, except when sick. Even on 
those Sundays when .Jack was hav- 
ing his day off and_ visiting his

As the Council had no intention o1 
boulevarding there, the petition was 
unnecessary. 

The Cunningham Land Co. desir- 
ed to rent the Board of Trade build- 
ing i! it was to be left vacant. Re- 
ferred to Commissioners. 

Dr. Henry George reported having 
attended a prisoner for a foul 
disease, and be was sent to Calgary 
as a vagrant and also for treat- 
ment. 

Commissioner Stephenson and Chief 
Meeres were appointed to go to Cal- 
gary on the 24th of Oct. as delegat- 
es to attend the Building By-law 


convention in that city on that 
date. 
Stephen Wilson was present and 


submitted a sample of water takep 
from tap after water was shut off 
Monday of last week, for the pur- 
pose of repairing outlet. ‘The water 
is always riley for a few hours after 
repairing outlet, which cannot be 
avoided, the Mayor explained. But 
the Council will further cry ‘and as- 
certain if the water at the Windsor 
is worse than any other services on 
the line. The Mayor explained that 
all cities are meeting with the same 
trouble. The town cannot at pres- 
ent afford the great expense of put- 
ting in a perfect filtration bed, but 
the water, as at present tested by 
the Provincial Laboratory at Edmon- 
ton, is reported absolutely pure. 

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 

The Commissioners brought in the 
following report : 

Pursuant to your instructions, we 
inspected the cement crossing on Ist 
Ave. W. and Ist St. S. with Engin 
eer Dawe and decided to have it 
lowered about six inches at the west 
side. The engineer was instructed to 
have this done. 

The watermain extension to serve 
the new school in the south end of 
the Town has been laid; also one 
blork in Parkvale. The extension on 
Rosedale Ave. is being laid now. 

The debentures sold to Goldman 
and Company have been executed and 
forwarded to Toronto through the 
Mer. hants Bank. They agreed to 
accept a sixty day draft for the 
amount of their tender plus accrued 
interest, delivery against payment. 
On the advice of our solicitors and 
bankers, this offer was accepted, and 
we expect the deal will be completed 
on those terms, 

We engaged M. Reidy as 
of the municipal offices, 

The sidewalk has been laid up the 
Michener Hill. The roadway there 
requires gravelling. We thought it 
would do to leave this until spring, 
but the recent rains have left the 
road in such bad shape that it ap- 
Pears necessary to have this done at 
once. We recommend that we be 
authorized to have this work done 
this fall, if possible. 

As the water lowered in the inner 
intake basin it was necessary to cut 
a hole in the side of the filter basin 
permitting direct access from the 
civer, It was necessary to take im- 
mediate steps to improve the sup- 
ply. We had Mr. Owens, Provincial 
Sanitary Engineer, @own from Ed- 
monton to consult with the engin- 
eers on the matter and we submit 
their report on the question. We in- 
structed our engineers to proceed 
immediately to prepare plans for a 
new jntake and ask your authoriza- 
tion of this action.

‘}with the progress made on the ce- 


ment walks by the contractor. We 


have repeatedly informed him and 
also Seymour and Dawe that the 
walks on CGaetz Ave. S. and the 


erossings on Douglas Street must be 
completed this fall. The contracto:

told not to until these other walks 
were completed. We instructed our 


engineers to notify him some time 
ago that we would ecact penalty 
should he not have the  above- 


mentioned walks completed this fall.

SEASONING TIMBES 


et Ce ee) 


Artificial Method by Use of Electrici- 
ty Highly Successful 


A novel electrical method of treat: 
ing timber is said to have given strik- 
ing results in France and to have 
changed the greenest wood into per- 
fectly seasoned material. A  water- 
tight tank of suitable size is required. 

The timber is piled on a large lead 
plate at the bottom until the tank is 
full, when a second lead plate is 
placed on top of the pile and connec 
ted to the negative pole of a dynamo, 
the bottom connected to the positive 
pole. The space around the timber 
is then filled with a solution contain- 
ing 5 per cent. of resin, 10 per cent. 
of borax and a trace of carbonate of 
soda. 

On turning on the current, it pass- 
es from plate to plate, through the 
wood, driving out the sap, and the 
resin and borax takes its place in the 
cells and interstices. .he process be- 
ing completed the timber is taken out 
and dried, when it is ready tor use.
